Hudson Bay Railway 


Will Shorten Haul ty Tide-Water and 


Open New Lands for Settlement 

The Hudson Bay Railroad, which 
has its northern terminus . at Port 
Nelson, will shorten the land haul of 
grain from the wheat fields of the 
west to the Atlantic ocean by over 
a thousand miles. And the total dis- 
tance between the prairie farms and 
European. ports will not be increased. 

This of. course,. is the chief’ object 
in building the road. But it will also 

serve another purpose, that of open- 
ing up a new territory for permanent 
‘settlement. Pessimists tell us that 
this:country is not suitable to per- 
manent occupation, that it is cold 
and barren, with nothing to entice 
the pioneer to live within its borders. 
We were told much the same regard- 
ing other parts of the Dominion which 
are now looked upon as veritable gar- 
ders of fertility. The Peace River 
district may be mentioned as an ex- 
ample. ; 

We are told that the country opened 
up by the new railroad has frost every 
month in the year with the possible 
exception of July. This may be a geri- 
ous handicap to successful farming 
operations yet we must remember that 
in the three prairie” provinees — last 

* year, there was not one. month in 
which frost did not’ oceur. - Yet in 
this elimate 600,000,000 bushels of 
~wheat were grown during the season. 
Also the Yukon district is said to 
produce vegetables as fine as any to 
be seen in other parts of the Dominion, 
and it lies well up to the Arctie citele. 

There seems to be no reason +o 
doubt that a large local trade will be 
established along the Hudson Bay 
road. The eg contain valuable 
timbers, which in addition to furnish- 
ing material for export, will prove 
a boon to the pulp and allied indus- 
tries of Canada. Again, it is a coun- 
try of great mineral wealth, which, 
when: onece.opened up, will lead to 
further and further development in 
mining operations.

‘A poor crop this year! Oh, well, a 
better one next year!’ may be a bit 
of a philasopher, but he is not much 
of a farmer unless he gets busy and 
tries to find out why the ‘poor crop 
this year’ and what he must do to 
avoid such a result. under similar or 
worse ¢onditions in the future.” 


Agriculture and the War

Generally speaking, little or no at- 
tention has been given. by the cream 
buying stations to the grading of 
cream, and farmers have been paid 
as much for over ripé cream of bad 
flavor, as for sweet cream of good fla. 

Furthermore, the identity of the 
cream is Jost atthe buying stations 
through the mixing of the cream for 
shipment to the creamery, and, the 
creamery receiving it is’ unable to 


determine which farmers are sending | 


good cream or which bad; consequent- 
ly no “improvement. .in the care.or 
quality of the cream could be hoped 
for under these conditions. In addi- 
tion-tq this inferior cream was. often 
held: for several hours uncooled in a 
back shop, along with kerosene oil, 
decayed vegetables. and other products 
giving off undesirable odors, or in 
utcher shops where the odor from 
decayed meats could not do otherwise 
than injure the quality of the cream. 
Cream handled under these condi- 
tions must seriously :mjure the qual- 
ity of the butter manufactured, and 
the general inferior quality of dairy 
butter is transmitted through — the 
buying stations to the, creamery but- 
tér, and would eventually deprive the 
better dairymen of the export market, 
where through years of hard work a 
good reputation has ‘been « gained. 
Cream buying stations also mean lesr 
money for the farmer. who produces 
the Gream, because of the added cost 
of the middleman who operates the 
Station. 

Express charges are paid by prac- 
tically all of the creameries so there 


is nothing to prevent any farmer from |: 


shipping his cream direct to a cream- 
ery. ‘The express companies give a 
rate.on a five gallon can of cream, and 
any farmer with two or three cows 
should be able to. sup a full can of 
this size every four or five days, so 
the argument that the small farmer 
is deprived of a market for his cream 
does not hold good. In any case cans 
partially filled can be forwarded and 
ure accepted hy the creameries. 
The regulations recently issued. by 
the Dairy Commissivner with respect 
to buying ‘stations, do not impose any 
hardship nor ask for any unnecessary 
equipment ‘or accommodation, but 
simply provides for conditions under 
which cream can be handled properly 
and the farmer who produces it ob- 
tains fair returns for his labor. * 
Regulations similar to those enacted 
by the Saskatchewan -Goyernment 
have recently been passed by . the 
Manitoba Government. Cream buying 
stations have become even more num- 
erous in. that province than in, Sas- 
katchewan, and already the quality 
of Manitoba butter has been injured 
by cream. shipped from buying sta- 
tions. It was desirous that similar 
conditions should not prevail in Sas- 
katechewan, and to prevent the pos- 
sibility of this, regulations governing 
cream buying stations were passed

More Wood Pulp Mills 


Canadian Wood Pulp Will be Used 
to Supply the Empire 


_Some’ months. ago, when the rela- 
tionship between Great Britain and 
Sweden was. soméwhat strained owing 
to the effect_of German influence in 
the press and the seizure by the Brit- 
ish war ships of vessels suspected of 
Carrying contraband from: Swedish 
ports tothe enemy, the Government 
of Sweden, as a reprisal, forbade the 
export of pulp to Great Britain. That 
action, resulted in’ an immediate rise 
in the price of pulp sulphite, curtail- 
ment in the size of newspapers in 
Great Britain, and a situation’ that 
gave a measure of anxiety to the 
aper mills, whose stocks were not 
arge. 

Canada was appealed to. But her 
transportation service was so handi- 
capped, and“ her own supplies so. re- 
stricted, that shipments’ on’ a large 
scale could not be considered. . The 
price of pulp in the meantime con- 
tinued tg mount up till they were five 
ag dearer. than when war. broke 
out.

Cropless Lands 


Saving the Settler From Taking up 
Homesteads on Land Unfit 
For Agriculture 


The opening up of non-agricultural 
lands (to settlement has. produced 
some of the most far-reaching and 
pitiful tragedies in the Dominion’s 
history. Every province has communi- 
ties which have been. permitted: to 
make the fatal-error of a bad location. 
Their subsequent history is an un- 
broken line of bad crops, poverty, suf- 
fering and human demoralization. Too 
poor to move away, the. farmer and his 
family resign themselves to a pitiful 
standard of living, giving their time 
and efforts for practically no return. 

Every province and the — federal 
authorities have made such blunders 
in times past nor is there satisfactory 
evidence that a general\and complete 
reform has been brought about. 
Farmers still are allowed on Federal 
and provincial ‘homesteads’ which are 
impossible for field crops. The poliey 
was, of course, more the result of lax- 
ity in classification and not a deliber- 
ate effort to send settlers*to useless 
lands. The laxness, however, is grow- 
ing in public disfavor and the tend- 
ency of all governments now is to 
protect. the settler.- and to conserve 
rocky, sandy areas ‘for their natural 
purpose of growing trees. 

Several survey parties’ are engaged 
on soil examinations this summer 
and such work is bound to. achieve 
higher importance inthe eyes of gov- 
ernments.. One party, composed of 
Messrs F. C. Nunnick of the Commis- 
sion of Conservation and Walter Gra- 
ham ‘of. the Experimental Farm, Ot- 
tawa, are.in New Brunswick, co-oper- 
ating with the provincial government 
in a scheme of land classification. The |

For Campers 

The spot where your tent is to stand 
should be open.- Have it as close to 
the woods as you wish, but so that the 
sun. will shine on your tent. Sunlight 
is. the healthiest thing in the world. 
It is the best disinfectant. If you 
pitch your tent under the thick trees, 
there will always -be an unhealthy, 
dampness, and mosquitoes will floc: 
in. Then, too, in thunder-storms there 
is less danger. in the open than under 
trees. The all-important reason, how- 
ever, for pitching’ your tent in the 
open is the matter of health. 

Do not put up the tent in a hollow, 
Water will lodge under it with the 
first shower. Set it on a little knoll. 
All this holds good whether you use 
an A-tent, wall-tent, lean-to, or any 
other sort of shelter.. Once the tent 
is up in place, dig a drain around it 
exactly under the edge of the canvas, 
so that all the water will run off the 
tent into this drain and be carried 
away.’’—Petér Johnson, in the May 
St. Nicholas. 

Dog Pie For Germans 

‘Germany possessed before the war 
20,000,000 head of oxen. This was re- 
duced to 15,000,000 in 1915; and now 
the total is only about’8,000,000. Many 
towns have liad to resort to eating 
dogs and horses, especially since: the 
discovery was made that neither Bul- 
garia or Turkey have any further food 
to spare. <A favorite dish in some 
restaurants is horse steak with. bean 
gravy. Dog pie is principally served 
to farm servants engaged in mending 
military roads. ‘The shooting of young 
rooks has been forbidden,. probably 
because of the scarcity of insectivorous 
birds, and the fears. of. the farmers 
of damages from grubs. 


Parcels for Wounded Soldiers 

Nearly forty-nine thousand parcels 
have been sent, to date, by the Cana- 
dian Red Cross to sick and wounded 
Canadian soldiers in the: various hos- 
pitals. The contents of these parcels 
were not chosen at random, but were 
aceording to each man’s request. 

A recent list includes notepaper, 
toilet articles; mirrors, pipes, tobacco, 
socks, soft boots, canvas shoes, stylo 
pens, books, sweaters, khaki shirts, 
underwear, fruit, flowers, puzzles, 
mouth organs, playing cards, sweets. 

“Comfort bags,” as these parcels 
have become: known, haye“ achieved 
such fame among the soldiers as to 
cause sometimes an embarrassing de- 
mand. Most of the articles thus sent 
out come in generous measure from 
the Red Cross branches in Canada.

_ An Ice Mine 

Probably the strangest mine in the 
world is to be found in Pennsylvania. 
It is an ice mine, which freezes in 
umnoter and thaws in winter.

In 1913, the tend- 
en¢y increased, while 1914 and 1915 
were worse; s0 that there is a dearth 
of foals this year,“and a decided scar- 
city of one-year-olds and two-year- 
olds. Breeding will come back slowly, 
so that it will be at ii ast-four vears 
before the foals of tnis year come on 
the market. This means a ten- -year 
eycle in horse prices.

THE TROUBLE 
IN GREEGE 


URING THE FIRST YEAR OF THE WAR, Greece came 
hear-entering the conflict. M. Venizélos, by far.the ablest 
man Greece hus produced for generations, was a strong friend 
of the Allies and an advocate of intervention, The policy of M. 
Venizelos had been to bring about a combination of the Balkan 
powers against Turkey, in the first month of the war, Germany 
anticipating the entrance of Turkey with the central powers, 
endeavored to influence Greece from putting M. Venizelos’ 
policy against Turkey into force. In this as in all the subse- 
quent policy of Greece, the Kaiser's sister, appeared to be para- 
mount, ‘ Tino” as the Kaiser was accustomed to affectionately 
call him, appeared to be under his wife’s thumb. 

In the beginning of ‘J915, the Allies, aided by Venizelos, 
made siong efforts to bring about participation ot Greece in the 
war; but, like Roumania, she wasafraid of what Bulgaria 
might do. Venizelos urged Constantinople to join the Allies 
then, and when the operations in the Dardanelles began, Veni- 
zéelos proposed that Greece should send 50,000 men to aid the 
Allies against Turkey. The Greek general staff, which was 
strongly pro-German inits sympathies, declared that Bulgaria 
might attack Greece when she was so engaged. The Court 
influence was strongly against this and all other of Venizelos 
proposals looking toward assistance to the Allies, Finally in 
March, Venizelos resigned. 

The King then called cn Zaimis to form a government, but 
he declined, Gouraris was next called on and consented. His 
government lasted until August, when Venizelos again became 
premier. Two months later, as Constantine would not adhere 
to the Greece-Serbian treaty, whoreby (Greece was to come to 
the aid of Serbia if attacked by Austria, Venizelos resigned. 
M. Skoulouldis was the next premier. In June of the present 
year the Allies proclaimed a state of seige at Saloniki, and took 
over the Greek official bureau. On June 21st Zaimis succeeded 
Skoulondis with a new’ cabinet, as a resu!t of the ultimatum of 
the entente powers, damanding new elections, demoblisation of 
the army. dismissal of anti-entente officials and the formation 

of a cabinet with entente sympathies.

The re- 
port that Constantine has resigned seems fairly authentic, but 
London discredits the stories of a revolution. The Allics are 


apparently tired of dealing with the petticoat government of 
Contmantine and his German Queen, and will force Greece to de- 
clare herself. It is their belief, ef coarse, that Venizelos and 
not the Court party répresents ‘the true feeling of the Grecian 
people, andthey are determined to have this feeling frankly 
expessed at the coming elections.
